SAUGATUCK - A Fennville 


businessman and a woman 
believed to be his wife were 
found slain in their Saugatuck 
township home yesterday. 


State police from the South 


Haven post said Harry Holzer, 
50, owner of Fennville Auto 
Parts, and a woman, believed to 
be Linda Turner Holzer, 31, had 
been shot, each several times, 
apparently by an intruder. 


The couple resided in a new 


home in a secluded area near 
the Kalamazoo river. The 
nearest intersection is 130th 
avenue - and 
60th 
street, 


approximately three miles east 
of the Allegan county com- 
munity of Douglas. 


The couple appeared to have 


been dead for several hours ac- 
cording to investigators. Neigh- 
tors said they last saw them at 
9:30 p.m. Thursday.They were 
discovered dead at approxima- 
tely 4 p.m. Friday by an 
employe of Holzer's company 
after he had failed to come to 


work yesterday. 


Lt. Glenn Foster said the 


couple was found in a dining 
room of the modern brick three 
bedroom home. They had built 
the house within the past year, 
according to neighbors, after 
moving here from Chicago. 


Foster said there were no 


signs of a struggle and that it 
appeared the victims might 
have known their assailant. 
Cans of beer and<an uneaten 
sandwich were on the dining 
room table. Both victims suf- 
fered multiple gun shot wounds 
according to police. 


A pet poodle was unharmed 


and although the home ap- 
peared to have been ransacked, 
valuable items such as five 
television sets were untouched. 
Police said the house was 
equipped with a burglar alarm, 
but it appeared to be turned 
off. 


An insurance salesman from 


the Wolbrink agency of Holland 
told police he came to the home 
about noon Friday, but no one 
answered the door although he 
could hear music and a dog 


barking. 


The couple was pronounced 


deid at the scene by Dr. 
William Schock, deputy Allegan 
county medical examiner from 
Saugatuek. Autopsies were per- 
formed by Dr. Daniel Glaser 
last night at the Calvin funeral 
home, South Haven and the 
bodies later taken to the Dyks- 
tra funeral home, Saugatuck. - ; ; 


The scene was examined by 


state police technicians from 
the Holland laboratory. ••--.-. - -~

home, police said. The victims 
were not bound!

State police said this morning 


there 'was confusion as; to 
whether the man and woman 
were married. A sign on a lamp 
post in front of the victims' 
residence identified the couple 
as "Harry and Linda Holzer" 
and neighbors told a reporter 
for this newspaper they believed 
the victims were married.

used to pluck Dale Otto Remling 
from the prison yard. Officers 
said Hill "had been absolved of 
any responsibility" in the caper. 
He had been charged with kid- 
napping. 


Meanwhile, troopers said 


warrants would be sought today 
for two unidentified women 
arrested overnight in Livingston 
County. Officers said the pair 
would be charged with aiding 
and abetting the escape. Their 
supposed roles in the escapade 
were not detailed by officers. 


Still held is Jolyne Lou Conn, 


32, of Weberville, on a charge of 
aiding and abetting the escape. 
She and a Gertrude Woodbury 
— who reportedly drove the ge- 
taway car — were to be charged 
under federal skyjacking laws, 
the FBI said. 


The commandeered copter 


fluttered into a rear portion of 
the yard at the massive prison 
Friday and Remling sprang 
aboard for a six mile flight to a 
getaway car. The aircraft, 
piloted by Richard Jackson, was 
hijacked just after taking off 
with a charter passenger on a 
flight to Lansing. 


Remling was serving six to 10 


years for ai!973 conviction for 
check fraud. He also was senr 
fenced in Nebraska to serve 
seven years hard labor for the 
1973 theft of 260 pigs in Hooper, 
Neb. 


Jackson, who was laid off 


from his job as a pilot and was 
working only because of a heavy 


passenger 
schedule, 
was 


skyjacked by a customer after 
lifting off from Mettetal Airport 
at Plymouth, Mich. 


"The guy was a little ner- 


vous," Jackson said. "I didn't 
want to push it. I tried to make 
a Mayday call when he pulled 
the knife, but he pulled the 
(microphone) jacks^out." 


Jackson, 29, flew the three- 


passenger Bell helicopter low 
toward the prison, circled it 
once —•_ missing the landing 
area — and then popped up over 
the wall and set down near the 
prison license plate plant. 


Remling leaped aboard, and 


said, "Thanks", according to 
(he pilot. 


"I think we're going to make 


it," the skyjacker replied. 


The aircraft, 
unseen by 


guards some 300 yards away at 
the nearest gun tower, took off 
and headed north. No guard saw 
the copter until it was out of 
rifle-range.

Joseph's Catholic church; he was a 
past president of local Rotary and a 
devoted member;, he was a strong 
supporter of the Boy Scouts, the 
Crippled Children's Society and the 
Michigan Heart Fund. 


But two personal traits probably 


brought him more friends and ad- 
miration than anything else. 


His word was as good as his bond. 


"All you needed was a phone call from 
George and that was better than a 
contract with most guys," said one 
local builder who dealt with Miller at 
least 25 years. 


And George Miller was just good 


company to be with. He told jokes well; 
he enjoyed life; he was equally at ease 
with day laborers or corporation 
executives. Success never turned his 
head. 


He was an uncommon common man.

Though somewhat cryptic as to fu- 


ture plans, he indicated an intention 
to remain active in politics or the 
law, the latter being his first? profes- 
sion after first starting to earn a 
tivlihood as a line worker in a Detroit 
automotive plant. 


" The choice hints broadly this would 
provide a wider opportunity to 
express his views, possibly nurture 
sortie to fruition, than he feels would 
be available as one Senator among a 
hundred. 
, His Washington career has been a 
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curious hybrid infrequently found in 
the political .garden.

" tests. Two reasons can explain this: 


his personal charm and the inability 
of his'Republican opposition to exploit 
the underlying lack of appeal in his 
philosophy. 


Even "as Hart accrued voter res- 


ponse,at the ballot box, he has been 
something of a loner when putting his. 
thoughts into action. 


His first moved to Washington as a 


civil rightist and has played an im- 
portant role in placing that legislation 
in the lawbooks. Yet he is almost a 
loner 
among the 
white. liberal 


Democrats -in continuing to support 
busing as a weapon to break up 


x school segregation. 
, 


He has been an advocate for gun . 


control ever since someone coined the 
phrase, crime in the streets. Party 
regulars and the' chieftains in the 
UAW, his political power base, con- 
sistently 
disassociate 
themselves 


from him on that point. 


Consumerism,

best-known 


trademarks. Today's economy is 
prompting many friends of those 
causes to ease up on their purism and 
Leonard

original consistency on all three is- 
sues. 


He was a late convert to the anti- 


Viet Nam venture,'but once won over, 
turned into the most polished of 
doves. His bill to grant unconditional 
amnesty to the war's deserters and 
draft dodgers still languishes in 
committee. 


Publicly he has gone no further 


than to say that "no one should enter 
politics who does not expect and is 
not willing to accept frustration as 
part of the job." 


To which an outsider might well 


infer he must feel the disappointment 
in fighting for others and then being 
left alone once the battle is conclud- 
ed. 


His philosophical constancy leads at 


once to the question if he will take a 
position in the power play within his 
party to settle upon a candidate for 
76. 


The struggle began when he first 


hinted this was his finale, but was 
confined to the smoke-filled room to 
make certain Hart meant what he 
said. 


His endorsement would equal at

To Adapt Or Die 


WASHINGTON — The United 


States could well profit from the 


. example if the saber tooth tiger. 


This animal is extinct It was 


unable to adapt to new condi- 
tions. 


Recently 
collected 
data 


demonstrates that this same 
inability to adjust to change n 
growing at an alarming rate in 
both industry and government. 


There's a noticeable lag in 


shifting direction to cope with 
new discoveries hi science and 
technology. 


This is costly in that billions 


are poured into obsolete sys- 
tems. And dangerous in that it 
weakens our defenses and in- 
dustry's ability to compete. 
Economically it breeds inflation 
and slows the rate at which 
wages and profits grow. And it 
leads to dangerous shortages — 
in energy, for one. , 


Take an example which few 


talk about, the estimated $2 
billion being poured into the 
first liquid metal fast breeder 
•reactor. 


This started out as an ex- 


ceedingly worthwhile, if expen- 
sive, project. It was clear from 
the beginning that we would run 
short of petroleum eventually. 
Conventional nuclear power 
plants use uranium at far too 
rapid a rate. That something 
had to be done was recognized 
here, in Japan and in Western 
Europe. 


Until recently it appeared, at 


least to many of those con- 
cerned, that research and 
development in the breeder 
reactor, which turns out nuclear 
fuel as a byproduct, would be 
worth every cent of the 12 billion 
cost of the first projected 
demonstration power plant. 


But science moves on. Of late 


it has become clear that lasers 
could be used effectively for the 
efficient separation of subs- 
tances — especially economical 
relatively when the substance to 


be seoarated is one part in 140, 
and even more so when the 
separation involves extracting 
one part in 5,000. 


This changes the nuclear 


power picture. It now makes the 
separation of fuel needed for the 
heavy water reactor so cheap 
that this "simpler" form of 
nuclear power producer seems 
much more feasible for the in- 
termediate future than the more 
complicated liquid metal fast 
breeder type. It stretches the 
available uranium 10 times, 
meaning that supplies will 
probably last 100 years or so. By 
then, presumably, we will have 
developed a fusion reactor or 
some other type using even 
cheaper fuels. 


The time has come, therefore, 


to cut back sharply on the ex- 
ceedingly expensive liquid me- 
tal 
fast 
breeder 
reactor 


development 
and 
divert 


hundreds of millions of dollars 
of this money into more 
promising fields. 


But the government and the 


scientific community are show- 
ing great reluctance to even 
consider such a cutback. Too 
many top flight men are 
commtted to the program. 
Prestige is at stake. 


But before we too quickly jeer 


at Washington, we had better 
look to our own local private in- 
dustries where reluctance to 
change is frequently equally 
great, leading to higher prices, 
higher unemployment and to 
products which are not of the 
quality we should be getting. 


In some cases the research is 


available and the required en- 
i 


gineering known. In other 
•cases, the new research lines 
are not being followed because 
the university and company 
laboratories 
are 
too busy 


following research dominated 
by "last year's" knowledge ... 
or even the knowledge of a 
decade ago.

Wins New Round 


Six months ago, it looked as if 


President Gerald Ford were go- 
ing to appoint former Rep. 
Edith 
Green, 
an 
Oregon 


Democrat, to succeed-Caspar 
Weinberger as Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


It would have been a brilliant 


appointment. Though Edith 
Green is a Democrat, she keeps 
the taxpayer very much in mind 
where HEW expenditures are 
concerned. 
While still in 


Congress, she published an im- 
portant article on the in- 
terlocking 
relationships 


between the expanding educa- 
tion and social welfare empires, 
and. she coined the term, 
Education-Poverty Industrial 
Complex. As the 
ranking 


Democrat on the House Educa- 
tion and Labor Committee, she 
spotlighted the way in which 
numerous firms and poverty- 
welfare entrepreneurs were 
reaping huge profits from 


• Federally funded research and 


social welfare programs, and, of 
course, lobbying in Congress for 
ever expanding welfare-related 
budgets. 


All of this, it hardly needs to 


be said, comes largely out of the 
shrinking paychecks of the 
American middle class. The 
annual HEW budget has risen 
from «.» billion in UU to $52 
billion 'in 1970 to $118 billion for 
the current fiscal year. 


With Edith Green at HEW, the 


middle American wage-earner 
would have had at least some 
representation for his intersts 


Rep. Green retired from 


Congress last'year after 20 
years with the tower chamber, 
and then last fall the news 
leaked that President Ford had 
tapped her for the HEW job and • 
that she had tentatively accept-' 
ed'. 
Naturally, 
at 
that 


disclosure, the enormously 
powerful education and welfare 
lobbies went to work in Capitol 
Hill. 


Some measure of the hostility 


generated against Edith Green 
is provided by the reaction when 
Ford nominated her as a 
member of the new legal ser- 
. vices corporation, a favorite en- 
terprise of the welfare interest. 
In a virtually unprecedented 


i liberal 


signed a petition to the Senate 
opposing her confirmation. This 
was a discourtesy to a former 
colleague, and it was.also a 
breach of decorum for one 
legislative chamber to presume 
to instruct the other, but the 
welfare interest had to be 
served. 


It now appears that the 


education and welfare lobby has 
succeeded in blocking Edith 
Green's HEW nomination, since 
several other names are being 
conspicuously bruited about. 
They include Rep. Albert Quie 
(R., Minn.), and old friend of 
Gerald Ford, and former Rep.

congregations and rode from 
charge to charge on horseback 
and received room and board 
from luenibers of each Class in 
turn. 


Several moves were neces- 


sary during the next 10 years 
because of increasing mem- 
bership. The church was or- 


ganized under the Discipline of 
the Methodist church in 1878 
and a new' building constructed 
on St. JosVph avenue. 


A new parsonage was built at 


the cost of $1,300 in 1901 and 10 
years later a cupola and new 
front entrance were added to the 
church building and electric 
lights installed. 


Winter attendance was en- 


couraged in 1917 when a shelter 
for Iwrses was added to the 
grounds.

the addition of an annex and 
basement and the purchase of 


Announce Special Church Events 


new pews for a total'cost of 
$1,800. 


The women of the congrega- 


tion began serving meals on 
election day, both as a public 
service because there were no 
restaurants in town, and as a 
way to raise funds and con- 
tinued this practice for many 
years.

brought rapid changes in the 
area and surrounding farm

He said people often 
confuse the general change, or 
the maximum increase, with 
their own case, which may be 
different 


Many, for example, will not 


receive the $30 a week increase,. 
but a lower amount depending 
on the number of dependents, 
how long the person worked and 


has been unemployed and his 
former wage. 


Maximum weekly benefits 


will increase to 1*7 for a worker 
with no dependents; to $107 for a 
worker with two dependents; to 


$119 for three dependents; to 
$128 for three dependents; and 
io' $136 for four or more depen- 
dents. 


Disqualification from benefits 


for misconduct was increased 


from six to 13 weeks effective 
next Dec. 1. Employes guilt)' of 
assault and battery, or theft or 
destruction of property involv- - 
ing $25 or more are totally 
disqualified. 


The bill is a compromise 


measure between proposals by 
Milliken and the Democratic- 
controlled legislature that will 
cost business about $140 million 
a year. The Democrats original 


version would have cost about 
$100 million more.

ANN ARBOR, Mfch. (AP) - 


Women's sports teams must 
avoid emphasis on money, 
VMtence and elitism, a former 
Canadian Olympic athlete has 
toW the National Conference on 
Women's Sports. 


All three, said Abigail Hoff- 


man, are evils of men's sports 
which she believes has become 
too commercialized. 
/The three-day conference 
jconeluded this week at the 


University of Michigan, which 
referred to it as the most 
comprehensive of its land. 


"Don't let women's sports 


become commercialized like 
men's sports," said Miss Hoff- 
man, a political science profes- 
sor at the University of Gueiph 
in Ontario. 


"Evils resulting from com- 


mercialization of males sports 
include emphasis on profits, a 
narrow elitism, encouragement 


of brutality and violence, and 
use of schools and colleges as 
training grounds 
for 
pro 


teams." 


Miss Hoffman, a three-time 


member of the Canadian Olym- 
pic team, said normal feminine 
interest in sports is being used 
to channel women into a role as 
a spectator rather than a par- 
ticipant. 


She disagreed with women 


who propose equality with men 


as the chief goal for women's 
athletics. Mass participation 
should be the aim, instead, sue 
said. 


"Admission of girls to Little 


League also is of dubious value 
because of over-emphasis on 
winning and other flaws of Uttle 
League values," Miss Hoffman 
said. 


John Fuzak, associate dean of 


the college of education -at 
Michigan State who is president 


of the National 
Collegiate 


Athletic Association, told the 
group earlier that women's 
sports are "the best thing that's 
happened to collegiate athle- 
tics." 


"They have served to broaden 


the pace of participation," he 
said, "but I think women should 
take a strong dose of realism 
along with the idealism." 


Fuzak, who is director of the 


School of, Advanced Studies and 


Education, cited recruiting as 
"a very real problem in the near 
future. You can bet that as the 
results of girls high school 
events become better known, 
pressure to recruit will mount. 
The recruiting for the best girl 
athletes will be intensive." 


He also said men athletics 


nave taken a bum rap on com- 
mercialism. 


"When the president of a 


university or college tells the 
athletic director 
that 
the 


program must earn its own 
way, then you have commer- 
cialism," Fuzak said. "If 
women's athletics is to be 
financed by football ticket sales, 
then they are part of that com- 
mercialism." 


Fuzak is hopeful dialogues 


between men and women athle- 
tic groups can continue and that 
women can learn from men's 
mistakes. 


"1 hope women don't feel they 


have to rediscover America," 
he said. 


L. LeotiB Morrison, president

The women's sports director

Freeways To Get Sensors 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Detroit's extensive freeway system 


will be plugged into a computer as a space-age effort to solve an 
oM-fashioned problem — the traffic jam. Electronic sensors will 
be buried in a section of the freeway starting this summer. 
Eventually, an SI 1.5 million traffic surveillance system will be 
installed along all S5 mites of freeways inside the city limits, said 
the state Department of Highways and Transportation. The sen- 
sors will be wires activated by electrical impulses from passing 
vehicles. They will send data on the level of traffic flow to a central 


• computer located downtown, alerting operators who contact police 
about backed-up traffic. Dispatchers then will call up additional 
sen-ice vehicles to handle the problem. 


Lines Roll On Limited Basis 


DETROIT (AP) — Except for one General Motors Corp.- facility, 


assembly lines will be rolling on a limited basis in all U.S. auto 
plants most of next week. On Friday, GM will halt production for 
nine weeks for a model changeover at its Wilmington, Del. facility. 
Although the company refused to say what models the facility 
would produce wlren it reopens this fall, industry sources said the 
plant will be tooling up for the company's new minicar, the 
Chevette. It now produces the slow-selling full-size Chevrolets and 
Bucks. GM said 1.150 hourly workers at the plant will be on layoff 
during the shutdown. Another 775 will remain on the job. 


Nedzi May Fight For Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Chairman Lucien N. Nedzi of the House 


'Select Intelligence Committee said Friday he may fight in the full 
Mouse to keep his job rather than resign. The Michigan Democrat 
acknowledged a danger that House rejection of a move by five

»per cent of the operating funds for these lines or face the loss of 
service as early as Jan. 1,1976. The 70 per cent federal matching 
funds would be continued for only two years.

If a Supertanker 
Exploded... 


Some Frightening Faets 
About What Could Happen if One 
Little Spark Unit Astray 


By Deals Pitts 


Have you ever seen a can of gaso- 


line explode? Then imagine what 
would happen if a lighted match was 
put to 100,000 tons of high-octane 
fuel. The devastation would possibly 
be worse than that caused by the 
atom bomb at Hiroshima in 1945. 


Cargoes of 100,000 tons—usually 


much more—of highly volatile fuel are 
commonplace in the supertanker 
fleets that roam the seaways of the 
world. These giant ships are floating 
A-bombs. Could one be hijacked and 
used to threaten a city? This is the 
frightening possibility raised in a new 
book, 'This City Is Ours" (Mason- 
Charter, $7.95), in which a group of 
activists holds the island of Manhat- 
tan for a ransom of $130 billion. Its 
author, Denis Pitts, explains: 
I 


t was 1944, and as the war crept re- 
luctantly to an end in Europe, hor- 
ror came to Cleveland, Ohio. 


What was described as a "relatively 


small quantity" of liquefied natural gas 
began to seep from a newly built proc- 
essing plant into the sewers of the city. 
The sewers were warm, and in a matter 
of seconds, the liquid vaporized and be- 
came dangerously volatile. Expanding, 
quickly, it forced itself up from the sew- 
ers into houses and apartment blocks. 


The resulting series of blasts killed 


180 people and almost completely de- 
stroyed SO square blocks of the city. It 
was estimated later that it took less than 
70 tons of the liquid gas to bring this 
havoc on an unsuspecting urban popu- 
lation. 


Imagine then, the effect of putting a 


match to 100,000 tons of this gas. Or 
200,000 or even 250,000 tons. The ef- 
fect, according to explosives experts I 
talked to, would be the equivalent of a 
major atomic explosion. 


These are the amounts of natural gas 


in liquid form that are being carried all 
around the world at any given time of 
day or night by fleets of supertankers.

These great floating monsters are them- 
selves growing in size. 


In ten years tune—and the assump- 


tion is that the present energy crisis wfll 
be eased by then—the biggest super- 
tankers win weigh more than one mil- 
lion tons. 


A great deal has been written about 


the hazards that the supertankers have 
brought to our environment. We know 
already about the effects on marine and 
bird life and upon our holiday beaches 
of collisions, deliberate spillage and ac- 
cidental oil wastage by these e'rpantmn 
floating piers. 


But has enough attention been fo- 


cused oo the explosive force that is con- 
tained in these ships? 


Now let's face it, the corporations that 


own these elephantine tankers are aware 
of the potential danger. So are their cap- 
tains and crews—after all, they have to 
live on top of the cargo. But even in this 
multimillion-dollar industry there are a 
few operators who are known as "cow- 
boys" in the trade because of their dis- 
regard for safety regulations. 


Nor is natural gas the only cargo car- 


ried by supertankers. Apart from huge 
quantities of crude and refined oil. they 
also carry high-octane gasoline (if you 
have ever seen a can of gas explode, im- 
agine 200,000 tons of it blowing), avia- 
tion kerosene and explosive chemicals 
like naphtha, an industrial waste prod- 
uct that is used in making everything 
from nylon shirts to fertilizer. 


Naphtha has a dangerously low flash- 


point, and when it does explode ft has a 
nasty habit of showering tons of molten 
chemical for miles around. A tanker 
load of this chemical caught fire off 
Brooklyn a few months ago. The Coast 
Guard officer who handled the emer- 
gency described the volunteer crews who 
fought the fire as the "bravest men I 
have ever met" 


Another particularly sinister cargo 


carried in the big ships that ply between 
the Middle East and North America is a 
black cocktail consisting of crude oil 


A supertanker 
moored a few hun- 
dred yards from the 
southern tip of Man- 
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into which has been pumped a mixture 
of such natural gases as methane and 
propane. The extraction takes place at 
the refinery. As you might guess, this is 
perhaps the most lethal cargo of all. 
Tankermen call it "spiked oil," and 
there are moves to make the carrying 
of it internationally illegal. 


What would be the effect of a super- 


tanker explosion? Suppose if s natural 
gas. When natural gas vaporizes it ex- 
pands by 625 in volume. An explosion 
of natural gas would have the capacity 
—assuming the kind of cargoes we have 
been talking about—to create what is 
known as a massive wind inrush. In 
other words, the gas creates a vacuum 
that has to be filled by air. That air would 
race into the vacuum at speeds of up to 
1,000 miles per hour. 


A supertanker moored a few hundred 


yards from the southern tip of Manhat- 
tan, for instance, would threaten such 
buildings as the World Trade Center— 
which has been designed to withstand 
winds of 250 mph only—and many 
other high-rise buildings. The result of 


this wind—and the Mast that would in- 
evitably follow—would be a shattered 
and blazing city. In the meantime, the 
force of the explosion would suck peo- 
ple from their windows, drag automo- 
biles along like toys, destroy subway 
systems and create a massive loss of life. 


What is really ironic about this threat 


is the' fact that the emptier the tanker, 
the bigger the risk. The tanker that is on 
its way to be reloaded is usually filled 
with nothing more than vapor. And that 
is much more vulnerable to a tiny spark 
than the ship crammed full of gas or oil 
or volatile chemical. 


Scary? I don't mean to be. After all, 


the big oil-carrying lines have so many 
millions of dollars invested in these giant 
tankers that they make a point, a very 
major point indeed, of cramming their 
ships with every possible fire- and explo- 
sion-prevention device that science and 
engineering can think of. 


Some systems can rush a million gal- 


lons of fire-drenching foam into a cathe- 
dral-sized tank in a matter of minutes. 
Other systems rely oo the inert—or non-

1974 has extended food stamp 
coverage to 20,000,000 new A-

Others 
think that eligibility is based on gross in- 
come.. But in reality, numerous deduc- 
tions lowering your gross income are used 
to figure food stamp eligibility. And fin- 
ally, thousands of people who know they 
are eligible are too embarassed to claim 
their benefits. 


The embarassment surrounding food 


stamps and the old fashioned notion that 
you must be on welfare to participate are 
quickly becoming a thing of the past.

Collect Things?

eople who collect butterflies like geog- 
raphy and want to see the world. 
Stamp enthusiasts crave knowledge 


of history and international politics. Those 
who gather beer cans (yes, beer cans, it's 
the latest craze) are sentimental about their 
buddies and want to be considered hell 
raisers. 


Psychologists and psychiatrists, many of 


whom are collectors, say the objects a per- 
son prizes are clues to what he seeks from 
life. An outstanding example of this was 
Sigmund Freud himself, the father of psy- 
choanalysis. He called his collection of an- 
tiquities "an addiction" and crowded his 
apartment in Vienna with such things as 
Etruscan mirrors, Egyptian sculptures and 
Greek vases. In fact, Freud once confessed, 
"I have read more archaeology than psy- 
chology." His passion wasn't just pleasur- 
able; he said it helped him unlock man's 
conscious and subconscious minds, the 
structure of .which goes back through time. 
Freud's or any collector's study of particu- 
lar things is a sign of a scientific mind; for 
just as scientists collect, compare and order 
data, so a collector accumulates, evaluates 
and displays items. 


Professionals agree that, basically, col- 


lecting implies an urge to bring order and 
beauty to a chaotic world—and, in doing 
so, to gain a sense of security. 


Having a supply of something, even peb- 


ble specimens, confers a sense of power 
and possibly feelings of immortality. "Col- 
lecting is an attempt to limit the world you 
deal with to objects you can arrange so 
•that you make a world where you're in 
charge. You become the god of the uni- 
verse," says Dr. Elizabeth Thome. 


Collectors are often interesting, happy 


people because of their enthusiasm. They 
take pride in themselves and their achieve- 
ment. Dr. Jack Granofsky observes, "The 
way a person treats his collection will carry 
through to everything else. If it's neat and 
well-arranged, he's orderly in other way« 
too." Dr. David Ingram concurs, saying, 
'The urge to collect implies a wish to cata- 
log. Collectors sometimes grow uneasy if 
their stamps or whatever are out of place, 
and they apologize in order to preempt 
criticism. Often, collectors have parents 
who appreciate order." 


In fact, they may be trying to please their 


parents or deepen a tie with them, many 
doctors say. A woman may recall the pride 
her mother had in her china, and so col- 
lects decorative plates in the subconcious 
hope of pleasing dear old Mom or being 
like her. 


The need to feel self-sufficient and pow- 


erful helps explain why children often go 
through stages of collecting. Since kids are 
totally dependent on bigger people for sup- 
port, they find it delightful (as well as prac- 
tical space-wise) to gather tiny objects they 
tower over and control: Dr. Thome recalls 
her childhood pastime of clipping coupons 
and mailing away for makeup, cereal and 
perfume premiums. "I couldn't wait for the 
mail to come and bring me the little boxes 
I'd ordered. I took pleasure in their being 
small. It was the thing that was the most 
fun when I was little." 


Collecting is as much a part of adoles- 


cence as acne, but more fun. In the 1930's 
and '40's, teenagers collected movie-star 
photos.Today, the fad is for kooky T-shirts, 
but the impulse is the same. The reason is 
that as kids start to leave the security of 
home to make their own lives, acquisitions 
are a way to state their own individuality. 
Dr. Helen DeRosis observes, "Collecting is 
a way people get hi touch with new worlds 
outside themselves and their homes. But 
adolescents are imitative. They may think 
they're getting away from one nest, but 
they are busily tucking themselves into 
another by collecting things that will make 
them part of a group of friends." 


Dr. Lawrence Hatterer, author of "The 


Creative Personality," gives this overview: 
"The important thing is that there is never 
one single reason for anything. Some peo- 
ple collect just for aesthetic pleasure. They 
become connoisseurs. For instance, I used 
to paint, and when I stopped, I stayed in 
touch with that world by taking painters as 
patients. I collect their paintings as pay- 
ment Many other people collect as a way 
to relieve tension, just as others drink be- 
cause they think it will help them." 


"Whatever the interpretation," says Dr. 


DeRosis, "collecting is a positive experi- 
ence. It helps people feel good. Because 
they have an interest, they're happier with 
the world and so they look better 
nm 


and are more fun to be with."

ANSWERS 


1. True. University studies indicate 
that the able reader is better adjusted, 
has fewer emotional conflicts and "has 
•mote successfully accepted his role in 
society." It's also observed that the 
person who gets the most out of the 
printed page is abo likely to get the 
most out of life. In both cases, the focus 
and comprehension of our mental 
faculties is a key factor. 
2. True—according to a survey- of 
American reading habits, which 
showed that the most common kind 
of reading done on a typical day is 
newspaper reading, and that "those who 
read two or more newspapers tend to 
have a higher socioecooomic status 
than those who read only one, and mat 
persons who read newspapers at work 
have a higher status than those who 
read newspapers at home." It was also 
found that: Higher status is associated 
with persons who read editorials and 
letters to the editor, the sports-section, 
and motion-picture, book or other 
reviews. 
3. True—a shown by a study of more 


than 100 men and women at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, in which each sub- 
ject was given a standard reading- 
ability test, followed by a personality 
test. Findings showed that "the quiet, 
thoughtful, feminine, agreeable woman 
is the better reader. Using different 
variables as a basis of description, it is 
also the quiet, thoughtful, 
cultured 


man who is the better reader among 
men." 
4. True. Reading, as one authority ob- 
serves, is a basic tool in living a good 
life. But instead of using it as such, 
some people use it as an opiate. They 
don't read because of interest in a 
given subject or for entertainment or 
for mental stimulation. On the con- 
trary, they use reading as a means of 
deadening their thoughts—as a drug 
to quiet their nerves, to escape bore- 
dom, to "read themselves to sleep" or 
to take their minds off their problems, 
lust as some people can't stand being 
alone, these people can't stand being 
without "something to read." But just 
what it is makes little difference to 
them, for they retain very little of it. 
5. True. Studies of the effects of read- 
ing show that it is largely responsible 
for influencing the attitudes and out- 
looks of people from all walks of life, 
"giving them a design for living more 
purposefully, or a way of experiencing 
life more understandingly."

combustible—gases produced by the 
ship's exhaust system. 


Another factor that eases the mind is 


that these really huge ships are pre- 
cluded from entering any major port in 
the United States because this country 
has no major deep-water facilities to 
cope with them. (The people of Staten 
Island—the least-known borough of 
New York City—are by no means 
happy, however. Storage faculties for 
900,000 tons of liquefied natural gas 
are being built on that island—and far 
too near to houses and apartment blocks 
for their inhabitants' comfort.} 


But then consider what I think is the 


real danger. It was brought home to me 
quite dramatically. 


Last summer, in Manhattan, I sat 


down to write a novel about a group of 
activist American Indians who took over

a supertanker and held the island of 
Manhattan for ransom. It was a novel, 
nothing more—a fantasy with a hero

I thought. And then I bought some 
charts and started doing some reading. 
What I found was that it was indeed 
possible to bring a huge supertanker 
into the Hudson and create exactly the 
situation I had envisaged. 


A very unhappy thought. 
But the plot was based on the knowl- 


edge that in a few years time, such will 
be the high level of automation and 
computerization that these huge ships 
will have minimal crews—possibly as 
few as eight or ten men. At the moment, 
few of them sail with less than 26 men 
on board, and each of these men is gen- 
erally highly skilled. It is only the "cow- 
boys" who worry me. 


What is important is that those peo- 


ple who transport great, almost unbe- 
lievable, quantities of fuel and danger- 
ous chemicals should be constantly 
reminded that they have a massive re- 
sponsibility to the rest of us; and that 
these huge loads must be treated as the 
potent hazard they are. 


The Cleveland explosions brought 


about a major examination of all the 
potential dangers. Perhaps the time has 
come for a new reassessment by public 
authorities and the transporters them- 
selves. _ 


It would be far better to do it now 


than after an explosion that would al- 
most certainly be far more catastrophic 
than that of 1944. It is, after all,

THE EYES HAVE IT 


Neither wind, nor rain... 


Anyone who wears eyeglasses and 
has gotten caught in the rain knows 
that after a while you can't see a thing. 
Walking into a warm room after being 
outside in the cold also causes visual 
problems. To remedy this dilemma, a 
French manufacturer followed the 
idea of automobile windshield wipers 
and designed battery-operated wind- 
shield-wiper-fitted spectacles. (Pre- 
scription glasses can also be fitted.)

But 
a few queries remain: Wouldn't they 
become hypnotic after a time?

Women are setting a -new trend ai 
runaways: "In no other year have 
women outnumbered men as the run- 
away spouse," said Ed Goldf ader, presi- 
dent of Tracers Company of America. 
"Two years ago, for example, runaway 
husbands outnumbered runaway wives 
by a margin of two to one. Generally 
speaking, the average husband leaves 
home because of professional frustra- 
tions and financial pressures. The wife 
often leaves to get attention; she is 
anxious to elevate herself from the role 
of cook, laundress and housekeeper," 
Goldfader concluded after numerous 
interviews with wives who had de- 
cided to go it alone. The most publi- 
cized incident of a female runaway 
was the case of Angelina Alioto, wife 
of San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto, 
who last year vanished in the midst of 
her husband's reelection campaign. Af- 
ter 17 days, Mrs. Alioto returned and 
publicly explained that she had run 
away because she felt neglected. There 
are other reasons for the rising num- 
ber of female runaways, which reveal 
the tremendous change in social mores 
in recent years. As Americans have be- 
come more educated, more affluent 
and more sophisticated, large num- 
bers of men and women have come to 
believe that marriage is not the only 
option open to them (as the drop in 
marriages and subsequent rise in the 
divorce rate attest).
